JAPAN SEIZES 
SEA COAST LINE 
OF MANCHURIA 


Communications of Anti-Bolshevik 
Republic all Cut 
of 


IONDON, Dec, 5.—A Moscow wire- 
_leas despatch says the Japanese have 
seized the sea coast and closed the 
Manchurian frontier to the Russion 
far eastern Republic, “In revenge 
for the defeat by the bolshevik of 
Semenog bands.” 


Recent despatches from Harbin, 
Manchuria, stated that General Sem- 
enog leader of the last surviving anti- 
Bolshevik Russian force in Siberia, 
had escaped to Japan via Manchuria 


after his forces had been defeated | 


and dispersed at Manchuria station 
on the boundary between Siberia and 
Manchuria, 

Semenog formerly had his head- 
quarters at Chita, Siberia, an import- 
ant point on the Trans-Siberian rail- 
way line, and even during the Kol- 
chak regime operated independently 
against the Bolshevik. It was gener- 
ally believed that he was supplied and 
supported by the Japanese, and that 
his ultimate design was to form a far 
eastern empire friendly to Japan, 
When the Bolshevik regime was first 
begun in Russia and Siberia, Semen- 
og began operations again, at first 
with a small troop of his Cossacks 
which later grew into a large and 
well armed force which dominated 
the railway from the Manchurian 
border to Lake Baikal, 

There are two Russian far eastern 
republics at present, one with head- 
quarters at Vladivostok and the other 
with its capital at Chita. The former 
is anti-Bolshevik, while the latter has 
{adopted communistic principles. 
| If today’s report is to be credited, 
the Japanese have taken proceedings 
against the Vladivostok republic, 
which was not responsible for Semen- 
off's defeat. Emanating from Moscow, 
the despatch will probabiy be taken 
with some reserve.

GENEVA, Dec, 56.-~Chanada's ac 
tion has no relation to ahe attitude 
of any other nation toward article X 
of the league covenant,’ said Sir 
George Foster, head of the Canadian 
delegation, today regarding Rt. Hon. 
Cc. J. Dohertys amendment to the 
covenant that article X be eliminated. 

“Canada's attitude is exactly the 
same a6 that of its delegates at the 
peace conference, where Sir Robert 
Borden submitted to the kaguo com- 
mission a memorandum to the effect 
that this article ought to be stricken 
out 

“The parliaent at Ottawa in ap- 
proving the principies underlying the 
covenant in April, 1919, made the 
same reservation,’ continued Sic 
George. 

“It also proposed other amend- 
menta, one of whigh (reserved the 
right of each nation to regumte anu 
control the character of its popula- 


tion by the restriction of immigra- 
tion. Another stipulated that no- 
thing dn the covenant could inter- 


fere in any way with Canada’s com- 
| plete economic independence. 

“Since other amendments are to be 
}considered, Canada asks that this 
amendment receive oonsideration at 
the wame time.” 

Sir George sald, however, that the

MeCoppen has failed to carry out his 
terms of the lease, even in face of its admitted generosity on 
the City’s side, makes it plain what sort of a civic patriot and 
public servant his lieutenant is, As a matter of fact, it is im- 
peratively the Mayor’s duty to repudiate his running mate, 
for first having drawn him into the lease, and second, for hav- 
ing violated its terms, That the two should be parading the 
same platform and seeking to defend the improvidence of the 
deal and its later violation, shows either a flagrant disregard 
for the intelligence of the citizens, or that the brain boxes of 
the Mayor and Alderman require immediate adjustment by 
some expert alienist. 

The latest revelation as a result of the exposure of the 
lease is that the lessee has failed to live up to its conditions, 
and that he is still on the premises, and showing the unpreced- 
ented gall and effrontery to run for office by the suffrages of 
the lessors whose bargain he is violating. The more the Mayor 
gets into the impossible task of apologising for the transaction, 
the more rotten becomes the conduct of himself and fellow- 
alderman. If they keep on apologizing it will he diffcult for 
them to retain any vestige of a respectable reputation, 

The only result that has been achieved by the expensive 
and futile advertising of the Mayor is to show that since be- 
coming Mayor he has been acquiring money too easily and 
spending it almost as freely and as void of result as he has 
spent the City’s money, 

As to Candidate Duggan or any one else ‘‘getting me off 
the ticket,’’ I might say that on or off any ticket I propose to 
remain in the field, ? propose to reach the Council by the votes 
of those who feel that there is much in the Civic Block ‘‘hidden’ 
that ought to be revealed,’’ and that having shown some of the 
things going on from an outside point of view, I will be able 
to show the inside a great deal more. Next year the Mayor 
will be kept busy apologizing and cancelling if he is elected 
and I am there to check him up, However, the rafepayers 
can save a gréat deal of trouble by firing him out by their votes 
on December 13th, and electing an administration that will at 
least try and keep things straight, 

That the lease should now be cancelled because the under- 
taking aldermanic lease-holder should have failed to place a 
children’s playground behind his morgue, ix too grotesquely 
funny to require any comment by me. He should receive pub- 
lic recognition for his failure. At least the youth of the City 
and the pall-bearers at future funerals are to be congratulated 
on the collapse of that phase of the deal.

The prices to be charged for nstural gas to con- 
sumers are to be fixed by the Board of J’ublic 
Utiliies Commissioners so as to yield the Conipany 
a reasonably fair return on the cost of its pipe 
lines and for the natural gas it supplies from its 
fields. In addition to this a maximum price ts 
fixed so that in any event consumers cannot be 
charged more than 88% cents plus 10 cents for 
distribution per thousand cubic feet Your gas 
cannot cost more and the Utilities Commisston 
may fix much lower prices The Cities of Chat- 
ham, Windsor, Sarnia, Petrolea, Brantford and 
Moncton are all paying 50 cents per thousand and 
over for natural gas, the prices in these cities hav- 
ing been increased during the past two years. The 
Cities of Montreal, Toronto, London and Victoria 
are paying from $1.00 to $1.50 for gas manufactur 
ed from coal or petroleum, Edmonton is the only 
daree City which has no gas and is offered gas at

4—The City Pays no Part of The Cost And 


Does Not Assume Any Liabilities

Its construction will increase tho total 
assessment and will in that way decrease the tax 
rate and the amount of taxes to be paid by each 
property holder and the tax payers in the City.

6—Advantages to Labor 


The installation of natural gas will cost ap- 
proximately four million dollars, About half of 
this will be for labor, hauling, etc, This expendi- 
ture will commence within 60 days after the agree- 
ment with the City fs signed, It will be completed 
within a year or at most two years, Wages are 
to be paid in accordance with the fair wage 
schedule. The clause respecting wages has been 
drawn by a representative of labor 
cll. Residents of Edmonton are to be given pre- 
ference, The next year threatens to be a period 
of unemployment and reduction of wages. The ex- 
penditure of this money is a remedy.
